AN ACT relating to: violent death reporting system and making an

appropriation.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

This bill increases funding for the Wisconsin violent death reporting system by
$150,000 per fiscal year.  The bill requires the Department of Health Services to
allocate $100,000 per fiscal year to adding infrastructure support and $50,000 per
fiscal year for increased analysis of data for the Wisconsin violent death reporting
system.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1.0Nonstatutory provisions.

(1)  VIOLENT DEATH REPORTING SYSTEM.  From the increase to the appropriation

under section 20.435 (1) (a) of the statutes, the department of health services shall

allocate $100,000 per fiscal year to adding infrastructure support for the Wisconsin
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violent death reporting system and $50,000 per fiscal year for increased analysis of

data for the Wisconsin violent death reporting system.

SECTION 2.0Fiscal changes.

(1)  VIOLENT DEATH REPORTING SYSTEM.  In the schedule under section 20.005 (3)

of the statutes for the appropriation to the department of health services under

section 20.435 (1) (a) of the statutes, the dollar amount for fiscal year 2017-18 is

increased by $150,000 to improve the Wisconsin violent death reporting system.  In

the schedule under section 20.005 (3) of the statutes for the appropriation to the

department of health services under section 20.435 (1) (a) of the statutes, the dollar

amount for fiscal year 2018-19 is increased by $150,000 to improve the Wisconsin

violent death reporting system.
